cessity of wage reductions in order 
that they might cut expenses so as to 
compete in business. 


The 
employers' 
representatives 


were asked to consider the question 
of do\v n\v ard revision of wages and to 
make known their decision as soon 
as possible. No definite figures as to 
the amount of the 
reduction 
were 


suggested.

Swift and Co. and of the conference 
boards at Wilson and Co. plant, re- 
ceived the notice this afternoon. 


At Armour and Co. the matter will

Service The Red Cross Gives 


A card index, in the offices of the Coshocton County Red Cross 
Chapter, shows that there were 1067 Coshocton County men in the vari- 
ous branches of the Military and Naval forces during the world war. 


The Red Cross records also show that 551 of these men, or their de- 


pendent families, received financial aid or have been assisted in adjust- 
ing matters of allotments, government allowances, compensation, hos- 
pital treatment, vocational education, back pay, additional travel pay, 
bonuses, insurance and other matters necessary to be brought te the at- 
tention of one or another of the government departments. 


These 551 cases do not include probably 350 other ex-service men 


who after discharge were assisted in obtaining a re-issue of uniforms, vic- 
tory medals and lost discharge papers. 


Many of these ex-service men who were gassed or 
shell-shocked 


overseas, and many who suffered from influenza and pneumonia in the 
camps at home, have latei% and many of them within the past year, de- 
veloped tuberculosis, bronchial or nervous troubles directly traceabfe to 
their army or naval service, and entitling them to compensation, hos- 
pital or sanatorium treatment, and when physically fit to vocational edu- 
cation. 


It has been, and will continue to be, the business of the Red Cross 


to bring these cases to the attention of the U. S. Veteran Bureau, in. 
proper forms and to assist in their proper adjustment. 


The Red Cross feels that its first duty is to these ex-service men, 


who gave so freely of themselves. 


Let us do this now. "Lest we forget."
